The $8,000,000 of bonds were to be issued 
to obtain the funds necessary to this revolu- 
tion in the trade as well as to help in carrying 
the load of spirits on hand. Capitalists did 
not take kindly. to the idea of buying bonds 
believed to amount at par to nearly twice the 
selling value of the plants offered as security, 
and the prospect of a State prosecution ren- 
dered it impossible to place the bonds even at 
a big discount. 

Thus the combine is dying out for lack of 
money. Its astute and far-reaching plans to 
control the trade have not availed its mem- | 
bers. They are powerless before the storm of | 
widespread indignation their arbitrary meth- 
ods provoked, and the threatened State prose- 
cution is only the last in a chain of links that 
hold the trust a prisoner. It is hard to. say 
what will become of the stock. Ostensibly it 
is worth about one-ninth of its face value, or 
less than 12 per cent. But it is now said 
the stock was never paid for by the original 
subscribers, and if so the men whe resume 
proprietorship of the retiring concerns will 
not want to pay anything for them to the 
holders of the stock, if that can be avoided, 
which may render it impossible to collect 
anything except by a long and expensive proc- 
ess at law. It also may be considered as 
highly probable that little or none of this 
stock rests in the hands of the distillery men. 
Undoubtedly most of it has been unloaded on 
the hands of people who will be described as 
“innocent holders, but who dught to have 
had sufficient sense to let the vile stuff alone. 
It may be set down as certain that the clique 
has no money on hand with which to redeem 
its stock issues, and that the whisky it holds 
is destined to be very slow of sale.“ It can 
not even pay its rebate bills, except in 
| ** goods,” and the men who have trusted in its 
promises to pay back seven cents per gallon 
ffid themselves in the position of traders who 
have paid so Much more than the goods 
‘were claimed to be worth and have poor pros- 
pects of recovering the difference. 

Some of the men who have been connected 
with the trust are quoted as stating they be- 
lieve the withdrawal is nothing more than a 
stock jobbing operation, that there is no pros- 
pect of thé trust being disrupted, and one of 
them expresses a wish that the Wall street 
crowd will run the price up and pinch the 
fellows who are trying to profit by “ this al- 
leged scare.“ If the statement be correct so 
much the worse for the character of the 
transaction and the greater the necessity for 
putting down the whole thing in the name of 
ah outraged people. 

If the whisky trust has collapsed there ought 
to be some way of reaching the fellows who 
have conducted the affair to this termina- 
tion. They should not be permitted to escape 
by the simple process of disbandment. As 
well might a gang of robbers be allowed to 
go unpunished because they broke up after 
finding it impossible to hold together any 
longer. To some of the members of the com- 
bine the result will be a punishment, but) not 
punishment enough. They should be taken

Among those is the Torrens land 
transfer bill, which passed the Senate and has

It is claimed by its friends, among whom 
are all the members of the Real Estate Board 
in this city, that the system embodied in this 
bill has worked well in other countries, some 
of them English speaking, and with institu-
